and exhaustive study of the proper mili- 
tary policy for the United States by vari-

secretary of war. 

These memorandums would seem to in- 
dicate that the general staff was to make 
an unhampered study of the whole mat- 
ter.

Cites U. S. Military Problem. 
In the introduction, the general staff 
states its conception of the military prob- 
lem confronting the country. It states 
that national policies refiect the national 
sense of responsibility and also the na- 
tional ambition; that they constitute the 
doctrine underlying acts of statesman- 
ship and diplomacy; and that a nation’s 
military policy is the national doctrine 
of self-preservation. 

The staff calls attention to the fact that 
in the United States the development of 
the nation has proceeded under an en- 
vironment so favorable that there is no” 
well defined public opinion in regard to 
what constitutes an adequate military 
policy. It states that heretofore isola- 
tion, combined with the necessity of pre- 
| serving the balance of power, has been a 
sufficient guarantee against strong hos- 
tile expeditions from Europe or Asia. 


Isolation No Longer Safeguard. 

However, the safeguard of isolation no 
longer existe. The oceans, once barriers, 
are now easy avenues of approach by 
reason of the number, speed, and carry- 
ing capacity of ocean going vessels. 

The staff furthermore states that 
another thing which militates against 
the evolution of a sound military policy 
for our country is the erroneous conclu- 
sion drawn by the people from our past 
experiences in war. The general public 
points to these experiences as an indica- 
tion that our military policy has been 
and still continues to be gound, 

The reports of investigations following 
every war give a startling picthre of 
faulty leadership, needless waste of lives 
and property, costly overhead charges, 
augmented by payment of bounty to keep 
up voluntary enlistment, undue prolonga- 
tion of all these wars, and finally reckless | 
expenditure of public funds for contin- 
uing pensions. 


The chief of coast artillery and the 
chief of the division of militia affairs are 
ex-officio officers of the general sta ff, but 
the officers in their departments are not 
general staff officers; therefore, these 
two divisions can in no way be consid- 
ered parts of the general staff. 


Hampered War College. | 
The secretary would not permit the gen- 
eral staff as a whole to consider the war 
college plan. It is understood that the 
mobile army division would have agreed 
to the war college plan, had the secre- 
tary not denied them the opportunity. 

In other words, by constant interfer- 
ence with the preparation of the war col- 
lege plan, by failing to give the general 
staff as a whole an opportunity to con- 
sider this plan, and by the statement with 
which the secretary accompanies the 
plan, another attempt has been made to 
keep the people from knowing what their 
experts consider to be the truth about 
national defense. 

The statement of the secretary is also

TAKING X-RAY PHOTOGRAPHS 


Mexican Makes Picture Without | 


Use of Crooke’s Tube or Radium 
—Expense Lessened. : 


Mexico City Dec. 9.—Dr. Manuel Perez 
Amador, director of the government in- 
stitute for biological research, tonight an- 
nounced the discovery of a method for 
taking X-ray photos without the use * 
radium, Cooke’s tubes, or expensive ap- 
paratus of any kind. 

Employing an ordinary plateholdere of 
a camera, Dr. Amador placed the body of 
a lizard on the outer surface of the opaque 
slide, under which was a photographic 
plate. A short distance above the opaque 
side he suspended an ordinary tin shade 
of an electric lamp, to the inner surface 
of which crystals of highly purified white 
sulphur had been made to adhere. 

The resultant radio-active rays pene- 
trated the body of the lizard and the 
opaque siide and impressed a perfect
